It 
alls attention to the uct providine; for 
lie enrollment of the mule citizens of 
ho State, who were, by its terms made 
ubjaot to the performance of military 
uty, by virtue of which colored oiti- 
ens of the State woro enrolled as part 
f its military force.

Rivers was afterward promoted to 
he rank of brigade commander, and 
more recently to that of Major Gener- 
al of Division. Soon after the latter 
iromotion a new regiment, known as 
he Eighteenth Begiment of the Na 
ional Guard waa formed, John Wil- 
iams being commissioned as Colonel 
and assigned to its command, and his 
ild company 'being at ,tho same time 
iataohed from tho Ninth and at- 
aohed to his now regiment under the 
lesignation ef 
Company A.

ime before the company was transfer- 
red in this manner, its japks becamu 
lepleted, and its mouibers ceased to bo 
ictivo at drills and musters, although 
t waa still borne upon the roster of tho 
Adjutant General's Department, and 
never consoJ to be regarded as a por- 
tion of the National Guard ot the 
State. 
Soon after Williams took com- 


mand of the Kighteenth regiment and 
the attachment of his old company

and the enforcement of such demand 
ay the bombardment ot their .drill 
room was the statement of Genaral 
[livers that the company did not re- 
ceive their arms from him, and were in 
unlawful possession of them, is dis- 
proved by the iaol that General Rivers 
ionics in a sworn statement that he 
made such an assertion about the "un- 
lawful possession" of the arms. 


On Tuesday, July 4, the company 


paraded ,for drill at Hamburg, and, 
irhile passing through one of the leant 
frequented streets of the town, which 
irby actual measurement 143 feet wide, 
a horse and buggy was driven into 
their ranks by Thomas Bntlor and 
Henry Qetzon, white citizens, living 
somo two miles from the town. 
At 


the time of this interference the com- 
pany was marching in columns ef fours, 
>coupying a space of less than uighl 
feet on the width'of the street. 
After 


remonstrating with the oeoupsnts ol 
the buggy Doo. Adams, Captain of the 
eompany, orjoTad ;|h« company to di- 
vide, and suffered the buggy'to drive 
through peacefully. On the following 
day Robert J. Butler, father of one oi 
the occupants of the buggy, and fath 
er-in-law of the other, complained be- 
fore P. R. Riven, a Trial Justice, that 
the company had obstructed a public 
street. Upon this complaint Rivers 
summoned, by civil process, the Cap- 
tain and other officers of the company 
to appear before him on the following 
day. 
Adams and his Lieutenant ap- 


peared to answer on the day named. 


Robert J. Butler, the complainant 


was pr«B»nt>, accompanied by aevera 
other white men, each heavily arntec 
with revolvers. On the calling of the 
case, it was announced to the court tht 
the defendants wore present, and that 
Mr. Sparniek, a member of the circuii 
bar of the county, had been retained to 
represent thsm, Robert J, Butler, in 


n angry and excited manner, protested 
gainat such representation, and-/de- 
manded that tba. hearing should be 
>ostponed until ho could procure opun- 
el from the city of Augusta, Ga., to 
repressnt his side of the case, whereup- 
on Adams and his Lieutenants, after 
consultation with his attorney, who 
nformed him there were no legal 
[rounds upon which the case opuld be 
ecided against tham,; waived th'eir con- 


stitutional right to be represented by 
counsel and consented to go to trial. — 
Thereupon the case was opened and 
proceeded with for somo time, but ow- 
ing to some disturbance itt; prpgr^is 
was arrested and the furtber hearing 
adjourned to the 8th inst. 
On Saturi- 


day, Gen. M. C. Butler, of Edgefield, 
arrived in tho town of Hamburg, and 
soon after mounted armed white men 
jegan to arrive in squads of ten to fif- 
teen up to about half p»»t;live o'clock, 
when the number of armod white ;taep 
n the town amounted 'to two or three 
mndred — the last arrival up to that 
time baing that of Col. A. P. Butler at 
the head of fifty or seventy-five men. 
Immediately after Gen. M, Q.fB|it Jet's 
arrival in tho town, ha sect .'for -the 
attorney who had been engaged to rep- 
resent tbo militia officers on the Thurs- 
lay preceding.
